All Nations Helping Succor Earthquake Victims 


—Ambassador Griscom Names Committee 


King and Queen Return to Rome 


Stromboli Is Shaken. 


Rome. — Gradually the work ol re- 


Ik-viiig the survivors of 
the

earthquake in Sicily and Calabria is 
being reduced to Bvatem. The Italian 
government is betiding its utmost en- 
deavors to the task and in l»eing as- 
siHted most nobly by the nations of 
Euiope and America and th-oir rr-yre- 
seutatlves here. 


Probably 200,000 persons* perished in 


the cataclysm, and the heart of the 
world has b> en wrung with the stories 
of the1 r horrible fate. 
But now the 


half-naked and injured survivors are 
claiming all attention. 


America Leeds in Aid. 


The United States is far ahead of 


other nations in the relief work. Sun- 
day Ambassador Griscom succeeded in 
finding an Austrian Lloyd steamer of 
8,000 tons capable of carrying ],200 
passengers. He chartered the steamer 
for two weeks and it was loaded with 
medical supplies ana provisions. This 
wilj cost $50,000. Jt was expected that 
the steamer would sail irom Civita 
Vecchia, about fifty miles from Home, 
on Thursday. It will be placed under 
the orders of the Italian government. 


lu addition to supplies, the Ameri- 


can relief vessel will embark six doc- 
tors and 20 male and female nurses, 
three of the latter being American 
girls from New York who volunteered 
their services. American energy has 
been strongly manifested in the work 
locking to the relief of the earthquake 
sufferers.

assumed personal responsibility for
